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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on March 2, 2004 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) as set forth in said response. This is 
not found persuasive because product and process are two distinct statuary classess. 
Furthermore, the search for the Group I is not required for Group II. There is serious 
burden on the examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101 ) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 

claim 3. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 

content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 

proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 

the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 12 are indefinite because the expression "all of the remaining 
austenite" in step (e) has no antecedent basis. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (q) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-12 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over USP 3901739 to Mandoki. 

Mandoki disclose(s) the features including the claimed steps such as 
austenitizing temperatures (col. 6 and 7), quenching thermal bath (col. 7, lines 34-40), 
pearlite and bainite microstructures (col. 4, lines 60-66), residual austenite converted to 
martensite (col. 5, lines 1-11), and cold-formed the heat treated material (col. 3, line 50 
to col. 4, line 10 and Figures 3-8). The difference between the reference(s) and the 
claims are as follows: Mandoki does not disclose the percentage of the bainite, kind of 
cold working methods, deformation stress. However, Mandoki in col. 5, lines 1-11 
discloses only remaining/residual austenite is converted to martensite. That indicates 
majority (over 60%) is austenite is formed into pearlite and bainite. The claimed shot 
peening cold deformation method is merely a conventional cold-formed method to 
create residual stress on product surface which is included by the cold-formed method 
disclosed by Mandoki (col. 3, line 68 to col. 4, line 10). The claimed compression 
deformation stress would have been overlapped by the stress for cold-formed in 
Mandoki because both produce plastic deformation to the products. With respect to the 
time as set forth in instant claims 5-6 and 20 that the time limits are met by Mandoki 
because Mandoki discloses thermal bath quenching right after austenitizing step. 



Conclusion 

The above rejection relies on the reference(s) for all the teachings expressed in 
the text(s) of the references and/or one of ordinary skill in the metallurgical art would 
have reasonably understood or implied from the text(s) of the reference(s). To 
emphasize certain aspect(s) of the prior art, only specific portion(s) of the text(s) have 
been pointed out. Each reference as a whole should be reviewed in responding to the 
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rejection, since other sections of the same reference and/or various combination of the 
cited references may be relied on in future rejection(s) in view of amendment(s). 

All recited limitations in the instant claims have been meet by the rejections as 
set forth above.
